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Stakes high in school election 


Health of students, quality education are issues 


Residents in the Romulus Com- 
munity School District will go to the 
polls on Monday to decide three key 
proposals that school officials deem 
critical to the “health, safety and 
welfare of the students in the school 
district.” 

They will also re-elect school 
board incumbent, JoAnn Marvic- 
sin, to a 4-year term on the board. 
Mrs. Marvicsin is not being chal- 
lenged for the job. 

However, a $1,400,000 bond issue, 
plus a proposal for a 3 mill tax issue 
should bring voters to the polls in 
record numbers when the polls open 
at 7 a. m. on Monday. They’ll close 
at 8 p.m. 

State Superintendent of Public In- 
struction Philip Runkel has sent a 
team of workers into the school dis- 
trict to help drum up support for the 
three proposals. Runkel today cal- 


led for a “big voter turnout in the 
school millage election.” 

“I predict that Romulus’s voters 


will approve the millage proposals 
that are on the ballot when they go 
to the polls if there is a big voter 
turnout,” Runkel said. Runkel 
added that the low voter turnout 
last April was a significant factor in 
the defeat of the proposals. (Only 10 
percent of the voters turned out 
April 18 to defeat the millage and 
the request for bonds to repair the 
school roofs and eliminate asbestos 
insulation). 


Runkel concluded with this final 
note: “I hope that the community 
groups will work together so that 


the students in the Romulus schools 
will receive a quality education.” 

The proposals that local voters 
will face on Monday ’s ballot read , in 
part, as follows: 

• Shall Romulus Community 
School District borrow the principal 
sum of not to exceed one million, 
four hundred thousand ($1,400,000) , 
and issue its general obligation unli- 
mited tax bonds, therefore, for the 
purpose of replacing roofs and re- 


lated improvements to Romulus 
Senior High, Hale Creek School and 
Barth School? 


• Shall the limitation on the 
amount of taxes which may be 
assessed against property in Romu- 
lus Community School District be 
increased for a period of one year, 
1983 by .6 (6/10th) of a mill of the 
state equalized valuation on all tax- 
able property in the district, in 
order to provide funds for removal 
and replacement of asbestos insula- 
tion in Romulus Senior High 
School? 


• Shall the limitation on the 
amount of taxes which may be 
assessed against property in the 
school district be increased for a 
period of four (4) years, the years 
1983 to 1986, inclusive, by three dol- 
lars per thousand of the state equal- 
ized in order to provide funds for 
operating purposes of the school 
district? 

The school district has taken the 
construction firm that built the Bart 
and Halecreek school roofs to court 
in hopes that they would recover 
damage for alleged shabby con- 
struction. The schools have argued 
that the roofs are defective. In the 
meantime, rain waters are 
leaching and rusting the steel in the 
structure and causing damage. 

If approved, the .6 of a mill would 
pump approximately $187,000 into

Almost 5,800 voters are eligible to 
cast their ballots in the Huron 
schools’ millage election on Mon- 
day, June 13. 

According to a survey taken in 
1978, here is the breakdown of vo- 
ters in the District: 

Precinct # 1 (urban area of New 
Boston) - 2,064 

Precinct #2 (Huron Community 
Center-waltz) - 1,083. 

Precinct #3 (Huron High School 
area) - 2,672. 

At stake are four separate mil- 
lage proposals , totaling three mills ; 
and two school board posts. 

The last request for millage, in 
1981, was defeated. It also asked for 
three additonal mills. 

However, this millage request is 
being held against the backdrop of 
threatened loss of accreditation for 
Huron High School. 

This new development has under- 
lined the chronic needs of the school 
system in that the criticism comes 
from an outside source: the Uni- 
versity of Michigan Accreditation 
Committee. 

Specifically, the committee cited 
the high school for improper 
maintenance and lack of adequate 
counseling service , problems which 
would be dealt with by passage of 
two of the propositions on the ballot. 

Another of the propositions has to 
do with the general school popula- 
tion , the purchase of four new buses 
to replace some of the oldest vehi- 
cles in the 30-bus fleet. More than 90 
percent of the students are bused to 
school. 

The fourth request concerns the 
elementary schools. It asks for 
money to provide instruction in the 
areas of music, art, and physical 
education, curriculum subjects 
which were cut back between 1977- 
82. 

How the voters will view these re- 
quests is a matter of conjecture 

School Supt Gary Jackson cites 
as reason for the millage request 
the projected loss of some 200 stu- 
dents, regular and adult education, 
in the upcoming academic year 

This loss will mean $383 .000 less in 
state revenue 

The total 3-mill request would 
provide the equivalent of that Each 
mill that is passed will generate 
$94,000 locally, and the state would 
contribute an additional S3 1 000 

Passage of the total three mills 
would generate $375,000 

Here are the four propositions 

• null for purchase of buses 

• mill for repair of roof 

• mill for counseling program 


* J : mill for music, art and 
physical education on the 
elementary level. 

The Huron community has one of 
the highest turnout vote patterns in 
the area. Elections generally run 
very close. 


Three candidates are vying for 
two positions as trustees on the 
Huron School Board in the June 13 
election. 

Of the three, one is an incumbent, 
James W. Pershing, president of 
the Board, who is seeking a fourth 
term. 

The other two candidates. Shirley 
A. Burgess and Richard L. Town, 
Jr., are seeking office for the first 
time. 

The two positions are for four- 
year terms. 

Following are brief biographies 
and comments of the three candi- 
dates: 

RICHARD L. TOWN, Jr., 38, is 
seeking public office for the first 
time. 

He and his wife Barbara have two 
children, Erik, 12, and Errol, 11, 
who both attended Huron schools. 

Town is a graduate of Kearsley 
High School, Flint, and received his 
degree in Mortuary Science at 
Wayne State University. He served 
in the U.S. Army from 1965-68 

He is employed at the Howe- 
Peterson Funeral Home, Inc., as a 
funeral director 

A past president of the Exchange 
Club of Dearborn . Town has resided 
in New Boston for eight years.

In the school board election . three 
candidates will vie for two lour- 
year positions. 

They are Shirley A. Burgess, 
Richard L. Town Jr. , and an incum- 
bent, James W. Pershing, Presi- 
dent of the Board. 


“I was approache d several 
members of the community’, , Town 
commented regarding his candida- 
cy, “and after long consideration I 
decided to seek election. 

“I feel that I have good common 
sense,” he continued, “and a desire 
to see a better grade of public 
education. 

“I feel that a major problem is 
public opinion. To improve public 
opinion of the public school system 
you have to get parent involvement. 
We must have the students, parents 
and teachers working as a team.”

She and her husband Richard are 
the parents of three daughters, two 
of whom are married.

Sumpter Township Treasurer 
Clarence Hoffman lost one battle at 
the May 24 Township Board of Trus- 
tees meeting when the Board, over 
his objections, voted down a propos- 
al that would transfer more than 
half a million dollars in water fund 
revenue from Security Bank and 
Trust to Manufacturers’ Bank. 

He lost another battle when the 
Board voted to award the contract 
for a preliminary Bemis Road drain 
study to the township's engineer’s 
own firm . Hoffman charged a ‘ con- 
flict of interest.” 

Hoffman, who made the motion to 
transfer the $532,009 in water fund 
revenues, said of the vote: “I’m 
very disappointed. We shouldn’t 
have all our money tied up in one 
bank — besides Manufacturers 
offered us the better deal.” 

Trustee Virgil Humphries was 
the only Board member supporting 
Hoffman’s proposal. Trustees 
Michael Huziak, John Morgan, and 
Floyd Bevins, Township Clerk 
Louis Banatoi, and Township Su- 
pervisor Jim Reeves all voted 
against transfer of the funds— the 


Township’s single largest share of 
revenue. 

Monies from the township’s wa- 
ter fund and general fund have been 
deposted at Security Bank and 
Trust in Romulus for the past three 
years . Previously , the township had 
banked with Manufactuers Bank 
and National Bank of Detroit. 

Elected treasurer in November, 
Hoffman explained that he wanted 
the switch because it was “much 
healthier” to have two banks hand- 
le the township’s funds. He also said 
Manufactuers Bank would give the 
Township an “all-round better 
deal.” 

“Security Bank and Trust is 
charging us $1800 a year just to 
handleour account,” he said. “That 
other bank won’t charge us a cent. 
This township needs to save every 
penny it can. We’re in the hole.” 
(The township’s projected deficit 
for 1983-84 is $53,325.) 

“Manufacturers Bank also ex- 
pressed a real interest in helping us 
invest our funds to make the most 
for our money,” Hoffman added. 

Trustees who voted against the 
switch emphasized their satisfac- 
tion with Security Bank and Trust. 
“They’re doing a fine job,” said Su-

pervisor Jim Reeves, who also criti- 
cized the past performance of 
Manufactuerers Bank. “Manufac- 
tuerers didn’t advise us on invest- 
ments to make money, as this bank 
does.” 

“Security Bank and Trust has 
also indicated that, when the eco- 
nomy picks up, they’ll see about set- 
ting up a branch office in Sumpter,” 
he added. 

“We’ve got a good working rela- 
tionship with Security Bank and 
Trust, and I want to keep it,” said 
Trustee Floyd Bevins. 

Robert Grozenski of Security 
Bank and Trust and Ron Van Pelt of 
Manufacturers Bank were both on 
hand to argue their cases at the 
meeting. 

Hoffman made ripples earlier in 
the meeting when he cast a lone 
vote against awarding the Bemis 
Road contract to Tri-County En- 
gineering in Detroit, the firm of * 
Township Engineer George Wilhel- 
mi. Sponsored by Sumpter and Van 
Buren Township, the study of the 
conditions of the Bemis Road drains 
precedes an intended larger study 
on all the drains in Sumpter 
Township.

Asbestos is key to Romulus school vote 


Deadly issue 



Abbestos insulation is caving in 


deadly sight 


Until a year ago. the biggest 
worry for most students at 
Romulus Senior High School was 
their grades. 

But the discovery of airborne 
asbestos fibers has given stu- 
dents and the entire community 
cause to become concerned ab- 
out the health of those who are 
exposed to the hazard on a daily 
basis. 

Tests made at the high school 
in May, 1982 reveal that students 
and staff are exposed to the pre- 
sence of airborne asbestos. 

Exposure to asbestos can 
cause asbestosis, a suffocating 
lung disease, and cancers of the 
lung and other vital organs. 

The high school’s problem is 
47,000 square feet of ceiling 
which was sprayed with asbestos 
for insulation in the fifties. The 
aging roof leaks despite repairs 
over the years and has caused 
the ceiling to deteriorate. 


Loosened asbestos fibers 
escape and contaminate the air. 
These fibers are nearly indes- 
tructible, and once inhaled, re- 
main in the body forever and can 
cause cancer ten or 20 years la- 
ter. The long life expectancy for 
young people provides extensive 
development period for asbes- 
tos-related disease. 

Some students feel that the 
community doesn’t care about 
the asbestos problem because 
the ceiling has not been replaced 
a year after the danger is made 
public. 

One who is concerned, Stacey 
Farrell, a ninth grader at the 
high school, asks: “What can 
kids do?“ As an afterthought she 
adds, “We shouldn’t have to do or 
say anything to get rid of the 
asbestos. It’s the responsibility 
of parents to take care of us.” 
“We need help! We have to 


breathe it (asbestos)”, Stacey 
continues. “It’s different for peo- 
ple when they or their kids don’t 
have to (breathe it).” 

Concerned parents have 
formed the Asbestos Removal 
Committee (A R C.) headed by 
Phyllis Kreft, Sandra Kreitsch, 
Joan Omarzu, Sylvia Shahan, 
and Jeanne Neidermeyer to alert 
the community about the danger 
to their children. 

A.R.C. feels strongly that the 
health hazard must be removed 
immediately from the High 
School. 

A film shown on ABC television 
during the Christmas holidays 
called, “Asbestos — A Way to 
Dusty Death” was the spark 
which started ARC’S campaign 
to rid the school of the asbestos 
danger. 

President of the Romulus 
Board of Education, Daniel R. 


Bales concurs with the commit- 
tee’s feelings. 

“This is a definite health 
hazard and should be removed”, 
Bates said. 

On June 13, residents will de- 
cide whether .6 mill will be levied 
for one year to replace the ex- 
isting ceiling and remove the 
health threat from the school. 

The ballot also contains a 
second proposal for a bond issue 
to replace the roofs at the high 
school, Hale Creek and Barth 
Elementary Schools, and a third 
proposal for 3 mills for four years 
for operation of schools. 

Jennifer Harriff , who is also in 
the ninth grade at the High 
School, said, “It would only cost 
most families who own their own 
home less than $12 (to replace 
the ceiling). Kids should tell 
their parents about the asbestos 
and ask them to get out on June 
13 and vote. 
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Huron millage: 
! pros and cons

• “I think I have seen it rise, fall, 
3nd I think I will see it rise again 
but I think it will rise slower.” 

; That is an observation of Jim 
Pershing, president of the Huron 
School Board. He is not talking 
about bread. 

; Pershing’s opinion has some 
wieight since he has brought five 
children through the schools, and 
has sat on the Board for 11 years. 

He speaks from both vantage 
points. 

“It started to rise in 1967 and it 
probably peaked out about 1977 , * ’ 
he said. “The schools had quali- 
ty, course content, a number of 
dourses offered. More foreign 
languages. 

! “Student spirit was higher 
tpen but community spirit dur- 
ing that period was strangely low 
dr lowering. This was the down- 
fall, or part of it. The community 
suddenly felt that the school sys- 
tem which had peaked was some- 
thing that one would expect in a 
riicher school district. 

! “And that’s unfortunate be- 
dause then they turned on the 
sjchool. They wanted greater 
‘[efficiency” and this leaves it 
tyide open to interpretation. 

! “From the present cycle we 
alre in, we have bottomed out and 
I! think we are on the way back. 
We are seeing a lot of parents and 
community people showing a re- 
newed interest in a positive man- 
ner in the schools. 

“Cases in point are the Huron 
Schools Athletic Association 
which stepped in when sports 
were dropped. There are literal- 
ly hundreds of people involved in 
bingos, casino nights, and candy 
sales. 

“I think we bottomed out in 
1981 or 82 .” 

If this is the case, the rise has 
begun. 

“This has come about only 
since last July,” said Nan Smith, 
who has taught 13 years in the 
school system. 

“First of all, I would say there 
is a positive, upbeat approach — 
we can do it, we will pull through 
our program, we will find money 
for extra-curricular activities. 

“I think Supt Gary Jackson 
has made an effort to keep the 
community informed and he has 
been as open as possible,” she 
added. 

This last observation is almost 
a theme in the comments of those 


familiar with the educational 
scene. 

People associate Jackson’s 
arrival as superintendent of 
schools with the beginning of the 
climb from the bottom. 

Why this is so is open to inter- 
pretation. However, there are 
things which he has done which 
gives the impression of a man 
who grabbed on to the reins and 
is giving the district some direc- 
tion. 

To name a few of the more ob- 
vious things: he has organized 
the Huron Schools Extra- 
Curricular Activities Fund 
which conducts casino nights, 
bingos, and candy sales with the 
aim of raising $100,000 from pri- 
vate sources to run the extra- 
curricular activities such as 
music and sports. 

He has called for a summer tax 
collection which does not gather 
more taxes but gathers them 
sooner. 

“That’s a hard thing to do,” 
observed Nan Smith. “It’s not 
popular. He had public hearings 
to explain why it had to be done — 
to prevent borrowing to save 
money on interest payments. 

“Summer tax collection re- 
quires work, communication. It 
requires optimism and guts.” 

Optimism and guts. If that is 
the stuff of Gary Jackson, and 
Huron Schools did hit the bottom 
perhaps the two met like des- 
tined companions. 

Because Huron Schools, every- 
one agrees, has a long road 
ahead. 

Along that road is the Huron 
taxpayer, lean and cost efficient. 
If there is to be a tax , they want to 
know why it is needed and for 
what purpose. 

“The typical taxpayer in 
Huron Township has had to pay 
taxes as if they were living in the 
middle of Dearborn,’’ said Joan- 
ne Elliott, Community Educa- 
tion Office Supervisor. “Yet they 
are a semi-rural community and 
we certainly don’t have the be- 
nefits.” 

“I think basically that’s what 
the real problem is here. They 
are facing a real problem be- 
cause of the assessments. 

“The oddity is that some peo- 
ple in the community who are in 
a position to pay are unwilling to 
pay any taxes for anything. 
They’re always going to be 
against taxes. But you are going 
to find that in any community.” 

So the task of Gary Jackson is 
to appeal to those who are willing 


to listen, even if reluctantly. 

Interestingly, people seem to 
be more receptive when the 
money request is for something 
concrete and obvious. 

Here is the opinion of a tax- 
payer, who wishes to be unidenti- 
fied: 

“I can say for sure that as far 
as transporting children, we do 
need buses. And I think that fix- 
ing up the roof is necessary.” 

But he stops at the water’s 
edge when it comes to the other 
two propositions for millage : one 
which would provide a counselor 
for the high school, and another 
which would provide instruction 
for art, music, and physical 
education on the elementary 
level. 

Counseling is abstract. It 
doesn’t leak like a roof and it 
doesn’t break down like a bus. 

But for the University of Michi- 
gan Accreditation Committee, a 
counselor is as real as the libra- 
rian which Huron High lacks, 
and it is as real as the 11 other 
violations which were disco- 
vered during an inspection in De- 
cember, 1981. Some of which 
have been corrected. 

But the Committee has warned 
the School District that if the 
violations are not cleared up, the 
school will be dropped from the 
accreditation list, which is like a 
medical school losing its 
academic credentials. 

So Gary Jackson and his 
“Committee of 100“ has to first 
convince the community that his 
requests are necessary. 

All this is happening after the 
curriculum has been slashed to 
the bone, a phenomenon which 
has occurred in almost every 
school district in the country 

“In 1977 we had 132 teachers,” 
said Nan Smith, “and since then 
we have slashed counselors, so- 


cial workers, psychologists, 
librarians, elementary art, 
music, and physical education. 

“We used to teach six periods a 
day but now the kids only get five 
a day. 

“We slashed lots of good 
teachers, teachers of math and 
science. We’ve lost 45 to 50. We 
had 88 last year.” 

That latter sentiment is echoed 
by the unidentified taxpayer: 

“I think we lost a lot of good 
teachers,” he volunteered. 

So apparently the cutting went 
to the bone. 

“I believe that we slashed 
away at our program and we 
hurt ourselves too much,” said 
Joanne Elliott. “We lost stu- 
dents. And we will not regain 
them. And we will never recover 
from where we were. 

“Supt. Jackson has looked 
very positively at things. And it 
just has made things much more 
positive.” 

Still there are those who are 
opposed to a millage increase: 

“You and I know,” said 
another unidentified resident, 
“that we have been hit with a 38.8 
percent tax increase in the state, 
and not many people are going to 
be anxious to vote for any tax in- 
crease. I would be very surprised 
if it went through. 

“I won’t vote as a gesture of 
opposition to the whole millage 
election. A don’t vote is as good 
as a no vote.” 

And there are those who are in 
favor of the millage: 

“I think the Huron School Dis- 
trict,” said John McKinney, 43. 
who has three children, two of 
whom are in the schools, like all 
government units, needs more 
money to operate 

“It needs something other than 
money. But it first of all needs 
money . 


“I think that even in bad econo- 
mic times, most families can 
afford (to pay) some money. We 
have always been proud of our 
ability to take care of ourselves. 

“I don’t know what the millage 
means in actual dollars, but 
we re probably talking about 
less than $50 a year for the aver- 
age family, per year.” 

And perhaps the past bone cut- 
ting has made the educators a 
little more realistic: 

“Educationally, things have 
changed in the last 10 years,” 
said Nan Smith. “A philosophic- 
al change. Ten years ago we 
tried to expand the kid’s horizon 
an awful lot. 

“We would say life is excit- 
ing!’ and there are so many 
opportunities and here are a lot 
of things to experience. 

“We went through the open 
classroom, an open center, 
where the kid would get in- 
volved. 

“This required a lot of tex- 
tbooks for individualized instruc- 
tion for kids of varied abilities. 

“But this was not necessarily 
what this community desires. 

“My feeling is that what I pick 
up from the people in the com- 
munity is that they would like all 
of their children to pick up the 
same information, using the 
same books. All of the kids would 
have the same base.” 

Perhaps that is the “basics” 
that the people have been asking 
for. 

But after the April 21 letter 
from the U of M accreditation 
committee, the community is 
discovering that even the 
“basics” cost money 

There is a bottom line 

It is Supt. Jackson s challenge 
to get that message across to the 
voter. 

“I’m an optimist,” he said

the school treasury while the 3 addi- 
tional mills would bring in another 
$900,000 that, school officials say, 
would help restore programs. Be- 
cause Romulus has cut out some 
essential academic programs and 
cut back from a six to a five-hour 
school day, the school district was 
notified that they are in jeopardy of 
losing accreditation. 

School officials have been warned 
that the asbestos problem at the 
high school is also critical to the 
health of the students and teachers. 

“Monday’s election is critical for 
three reasons,” said School Super- 
intendent, Dr. William Bedell. “We 
have to protect the health of the 
high school students by voting for 
the removal of the asbestos; 
secondly, we must protect millions 
of dollars of investments in our 
buildings by approving the bond 
issue for roof repairs. 

“And, thirdly, we need to restore 
program to keep up with current in- 
flation by voting for the 3 additional 
mills. 

“This election will determine the 
quality of education in Romulus for 
several years to come,” Dr. Bedell 
concluded.

The brochure reads: Huron 
has . . . 1 .794 GOOD (kids) 
reasons to vote YES!” 

It has little caricatures of chil- 
dren on it, mostly smiling. 

It is catchy because in actual 
fact they are what the hullabaloo 
is all about 

Not the administrators, or the 
teachers, or the school board, or 
the voters. 

And they are expensive. 

Consider the budget. In 1982-83 
school year it was $6,386,083. 

That is a considerable amount of 
money and the whole reason for 
it is the education of 1,794 
offspring of a population of about 
10,000 people who reside in the 
Huron School District. 

Of that $6,386,083 figure, resi- 
dents in the Huron School Dis- 
trict paid $2,776,577 in property 
tax last year. This amounts to 
roughly 43 percent of the income 
of the school budget. 

The state provided almost an 
equal amount. $2,632,603 or 42 
percent of the budget. 

In Van Buren schools 


Federal sources of revenue 
provided about 4 percent of the 
money, $247,360. 

The remaining 1 1 percent com- 
es from a variety of smaller 
sources, some of them local such 
as fees for mobile home rental 
($12,000) to interest on invest- 
ments ($75,000); and some of 
them income from special 
education consortium ($120,013) 
and vocational education added- 
cost Huron ($43,500). 

It all adds up to $6,386,083. 
Budget income.

HALF A TOOTH 
BETTER THAN NONE 


Sometimes the dentist con 
save only pari of a tooth 
(usually a molor)becou$e of 
extreme bone loss or a vertic- 
al frocture involving half the 
tooth. Half a tooth, however, 
is better than none. The den- 
tist con divide the molar in 
hoH vertically and surgically 
remove the one or two dam- 
aged roots of the weak half 
and save the undamaged, 
strong half with root canal 
therapy This is called a he- 
misection. 


Occasionally, on infected 
root is surgically removed 
without damaging the crown 
part of the tooth. This is parti- 
cularly advantageous when 
there is a cop on the tooth and 
hemiseding it would involve 
cutting through or destroying 


on otherwise good restora- 
tion, or if the tooth is healthy 
and in good contocl with the 
odjocent teeth. In those situa- 
tions, rather thon hemisect, 
the tissue along side the roots 
is bisected (lifted and turned), 
ond the infected root is found 
and removed. Root canal 
therapy is always done on the 
remaining root or roots. If 
there is ever a choice of saving 
o tooth (even half a tooth), by 
all means, save it!

County’s Home Rule Charter. 

In part. Mack’s ordinance reads: 

Section 1. Wayne County pur- 
suant to Section 3.117 of the Home 
Rule Charter shall continue to oper- 
ate Wayne County General Hospital 
and shall operate, maintain and 
administer that hospital in accord- 
ance with the terms of the Home 
Rule Charter. 

Section 2. Wayne County shall 
provide for the use of such other 
medical facilities to secure an 
adequate level of physical and men- 
tal health services to all residents of 
Wayne County as such need is de- 
fined by the County Commission.

I had occasion recently to hit the coloring book, paint-with-water, 
sticker and connect-the-dot department at the local five-and-dime.

With my own trio grown and no little girls to buy for. I don't 
frequent that slim-book division too often Do they still print paper- 
dolls? Do little girls ever play with them anymore 0 
Since they were my all-consuming passion as a youngster and 
prompted me to use my imagination to the fullest, I also wondered 
just how often kids pretend these days; or have their TV sets com- 
pletely pre-empted that special part of their youth 0 Paperdolls were 
my escape from a world of four brothers — the chance to think-like-a- 
girl rather than like a cowboy or soldier. 

The grandest birthday I can remember was the year “wedgies” 
came into vogue (and I mean the first time around.) I not only 
received a black and white pair of those “in” shoes from a favorite 
aunt but three books of paperdolls as well . THREE at one time ! I was 
ecstatic! 

Then there was the evening my parents returned from seeing 
“Gone With the Wind” at a downtown Detroit theater with a special 
packet for me— a booklet of all the characters and costumes from the 
movie in paperdoll form. After I d completed the wonderful task of 
cutting out all those ante-bellum fashions for Scarlet . Melanie, Rhett 
and Ashley, my mom became the narrator using the dolls as she told 
me that exciting story of the South. 

My cousin, Anita, and my best friend at St. John s School, Ann. 
were my favorite partners in building imaginery situations for our 
paperdolls. We were on the same wave-length and could lose 
ourselves for hours in let’s-pretendsville. 

The Dionne quints and their vari-colored look-alike outfits were 
early-year favorites as were books with baby doll layette themes. We 
then progressed to grade-school children forms ; a quartet called Pat 
and Pam, Sue and Ann which became dog-earred from use; on up to 
the Ziegfeld Follies “dolls” which brought our think tanks to a halt — 
how much could you do with creatures in feathers, bubbles and 
gigantic headdresses (akin to today’s Las Vegas showgirls.) 

Then we discovered Lana, Bette and Rita who were not only big 
names on the silver screen but “the” stars of our playtime. And that 
very trio, to this day, spends its golden years tucked away in the 
special box where I retired them as a pre-teen to await another era. 

Way back then ( and it was a long time ago) , I decided to save them 
for the kids I might have “someday.” That “Someday” produced 
three daughters, none of whom shared my addiction for the card- 
board critters but who considered it a rare treat to be given “Mom’s 
paperdolls” to wile away sick-bed hours. 

It turned out , though , that Turner .Davis and Hayworth weren ’ t the 
ones they requested once they discovered by “secret cache.” What 
i they considered a real “find” was the old National Geographic in 
which I’d filed away those flimsy little cut-outs we used to find in our 
Sunday comic sections. 

Is there anyone out there who'll admit they remember Jenny 
Dare? Or Jane Arden? 

Using their silhouettes as a guide, they became the Cheryl Tiegs 
and Christie Brinkley of my young “clothes-designing phase.” I 
| saved them all — departmentalizing them between beautiful scenes 
of Spain and copy on the Neanderthal Man. 

Those were the dolls my girls learned to love and also learned were 
only for sick bay since they were much too fragile for everyday 
useage. They thought it interesting to see my rise from crude, 
(• crayomcolored designs to pastel chalks and finally India ink and 
watercolor. And, you know — some of ’em aren't too bad! 

Those were the days Ann and I no longer played with paperdolls but 
merely used them as models around which to draw our fashions. 
We’d bring our collections to the playground every week or so and 
compare notes on our progress. 

It was when Ann ’s aunt . a clothes designer herself, gifted Ann with 
India ink wardrobes for her entourage that I begged a bottle of the 
precious stuff off Sister Rose Camilla (the art teacher at SJS) in 
order to produce my own high-style creations. 

’Twas a wonderful, carefree, fun-filled era and it’s with time-worn 
nostalgia that I recall such simple times. 

But I reiterate — whatever happened to paperdolls? Do little girls 
still enjoy the fun of pretending with them? Do your daughters?

Asbestos must go 
at Romulus High 

Kids are known on occasion to harmlessly raise the roof. 

The residents of Romulus are now called upon to raise a roof so 
that no harm comes to the kids.

And unfortunately we have learned that asbestos can 
cause, within a matter of years, asbestosis, a fatal disease.

As for the other proposals facing the Romulus voters, the three 
mills asked by the school board has to do with the quality of 
education that Romulus students are getting. 

That word quality’ has a certain ring to it that we all admire. 
To provide it in education, as we know in our own work-a-day 
life, is another matter. 

R requires, first of all, professionalism, which means sweat 
and care. 

It requires programs so that the students get the basic options. 

It requires bodies to provide the basic options. 

It requires money — 3 mills. 

And it requires your vote. 

Get out and vote. Please. 

And vote yes. Your kids deserve it. 

Huron High School’s 
accreditation at stake 

“It’s hard.-’’ 

Those are the words of Huron School Superintendent Gary 
Jackson when asked what it’s like to explain to a taxpayer how to 
figure out how much money 3 additional mills will cost. 

This is not because the school superintendent has difficulty 
explaining the arithmetic, it’s because it is difficult to under- 
stand. 

For this we can thank the involuted, convoluted method of 
millage taxation in this State. 

For the record, here is the formula: 

Take your SEV (property evaluation) and multiply it times the 
total millage (59.45 if the millage passes) which will equal your 
property tax before rebate. 

To figure out your true property tax, multiply your income 
times 3.5 percent, and subtract that amount from your property 
taxes without rebate. Multiply that figure times 60 percent. 

Subtract that figure from the property taxes without the re- 
bate. 

That gives you your true property tax. 

We would have liked to explain very simply how a voter can 
figure out what 3 mills would cost. But it’s too complicated. 

We can give an idea, however, of what the typical taxpayer 
will be assessed for the 3 additional mills. 

One taxpayer, the father of three children who is quite in- 
formed on school affairs, figures it will cost less than $50 for the 
average family. That is his estimate. 

The Superintendent was asked what he figures the average 
taxpayer will pay. He said $40. That is his estimate. 

What is the likely cost? Somewhere between $40 and $50. 

This does not include the rich, who will pay more. 

Nor does it include the poor, who will pay less. 

As for the senior citizens.we can only say this for certain. All 
seniors who have an SEV of $25,000 or less and an income of 
$10,000 to $20,000 will pay no additional money from this millage 
since they will get it back in the rebate in the Spring. 

Everybody knows what is at stake. A roof which needs repair, 
four buses which need to be bought, counseling service for the 
high school, and music, art, and physical education instruction 
on the elementary level. 

It will cost the average family about $40 to $50 a year in addi- 
tional money to provide them 

If anything has been demonstrated the past couple years, it is 
the renewed community spirit. 

This spirit showed dramatically when the Huron Township 
Board recently passed a resolution in support of the millage. 
This move was unprecendented. 

There have been bingos, casino nights, and candy sales involv- 
ing countless members of the community, from the adults to the 
kids. 

The Huron Schools Athletic Association, a group of concerned 
parents, ran the sports program when there was no one to run it 
So we know the spirit and the pride is there, and the dignity. 
And we know it hurts, but it's necessary 
Vote yes on school millage.

A mother's thoughts 
about public education 


Today marks a milestone in the education of 
my children. 

Twenty years ago I stood at the doors of 
Hamilton School with my oldest son as he was 
about to start his formal education. I say formal 
because his education really began at home. At 
the tender ago of 5V 2 he was ready to enter 
school. Many questions crossed my mind. Will 
he receive a good education? 

Will he be able to progress at his own level — 
be it accelerated or be it average? 

Will he be offered extra curricular activities? 

When he is older will there be sports available 
for him? 

Now twenty years later I watch my youngest 
of five children cross the stage at Crisler Arena 

Many events filter through my mind. After 
seeing three of my children attend Hamilton 
Kindergarten, a new school is built, now chang- 
ing our area to the Tinkham School. Even 
though my older sons are attending parochial 
school my daughter must now attend Tinkham 
No big deal — this is closer and just the first of 
the adjustments we must make. 

With the closing of the parochial school I now 
find all five children attending Wayne-Westland 
schools. This September the two oldest begin 
Marshall Junior High. Many concerns were 
voiced — will we be happy with public school 
education? The boys were tested and put in 
appropriate classes. I could see the advantage 
of accelerated classes — they could progress at 
their own level. No frustrations about how will 
they adjust, are they working at their level and 
within their capacity. 

In 1974 we began the Gifted Program. What 
better opportunity for the gifted student than 
participation in this program. My sixth grader 
was in the first class started at Tinkham. This is 
an experience he will always remember. I could 
go on and on about the advantages and the 
“good in Wayne-Westland Schools. 

We hear of the discontent and upheaval of stu- 
dents and parents. With increasing and then de- 
clining enrollment boundaries have to be 
changed and schools closed This is a hard 
adjustment but we are all. at one time or 
another, faced with it. 

What s harder than to explain to your son why 
his older brother graduated from John Glenn 
and while his other brother is a senior at Glenn 


he will be a sophomore at Wayne Memorial and 
graduate from Wayne. 

Boundaries had to be changed because of en- 
rollment. Kids adjust much better than parents. 
As to the education offered and the caliber of 
each school, let me tell you I found no difference 
in the educational system in either school. The 
same was available at both schools and the stu- 
dent got out of it what he put into it. You will find 
good and bad wherever you go. My children who 
graduated from Wayne Memorial have just as 
good an education as those who graduated from 
John Glenn.

Chartering 
Van-Buren 
township

To protect themselves from the 
whims and greed of neighboring 
communities and cities, the Van 
Buren Township Board of Trustees 
voted last week to move the township 
toward “charterhood 
That move, coming shortly after 
the Boundary Commission cancelled 
an annexation (between Belleville 
and Van Buren) vote, would protect 
this community of approximately 
19,000 residents from the designs of 
any “landgrabbers”. 

And since Van Buren has, what 
some consider the final “virgin 
lands’’ in Wayne County, most be- 
lieve that Supervisor George Craven 
and the majority of trustees did the 
right thing. 

This isn’t to say that the two desen- 
ters, trustees Marilyn Montgomery 
or Thurston Jahr, who had their own 
reasons why they voted against the 
resolution didn’t have legitimate 
concerns about the direction their 
colleagues were taking the township. 

Mrs. Montgomery believes that 
the township citizens should have the 
right to decide whether they want to 
become a chartered township. She 
would have the question of a charter 
pass the voters’ test. 

Mr. Jahr, on the other hand, isn’t 
actually against charterhood, but 
would have preferred to table the 
issue until he has had time to study 
the ramifications and the consequ- 
ences of the act. 

Most residents fear charter-hood 
because it would give the township 
board the right to hike taxes. A 
township with a charter may levy up 
to but not to exceed 5 mills for oper- 
ations; an unchartered township 
gets one mill to conduct the myriad 
tasks and chores of local govern- 
ment. 

The reason why the five remaining 
trustees apparently went the route of 
the resolution is, if there is no vote of 
the people, taxes can’t be increased. 

This real marriage between the 
charter and Van Buren can be pre- 
vented if the people want to act. Su- 
pervisor Craven explains : 

“If within a span of 60 days the resi- 
dents of this township feel that the 
question of charterhood should be de- 
cided by the vote of the people they 
have the option to petition this board 
and place the issue on the ballot. 

Craven said he backed charter sta- 
tus because “it mainly protects our- 
selves against annexation and it also 
gives the township a guideline, man- 
dated by the state, by which to 
govern.” 

There would therefore be no elec- 
tion to find charter commissioners ; 
no additional costs to become a char- 
ter township; and no campaign rhe- 
toric. 

Sounds awfully good from where 
I’m sitting.

‘Didn't even know her name' 


Today I feel philosophical. I 
feel philosophical because as I 
was driving down the street this 
morning, the pretty little house 
near the corner, with the mani- 
cured lawn and the impatiens 
making their splash of color in 
neat orderly little spots, made 
me remark to my friend how 
pretty I thought the house and 
the yard were. 

“She just died, you know,” my 
friend said. 

“Why just died," I asked. 

“The woman who lives in that 
house you admire." 

That is when something hit me. 
Something I can’t explain, and 
something I really don’t know 
whether I like or not. My friend 
said the woman in the pretty 
house had just died, and I have 
lived in this neighborhood for 
almost thirty years, and I have 
never lived in this neighborhood 
for almost thirty years, and I 
have never seen that woman. I 
saw what she created, but I nev- 
er saw her. I didn’t even know 
her name. 

When I later drove down the 
same streets I have driven down 
for thirty years, I looked at each 
house and tried to recall whether 


I had ever seen its occupant. 

And do you know the MAJOR- 
ITY of those houses have been 
faceless to me during the years. 

I know something about most 
of their lives. I have seen new 
cars in the driveway; I have 
watched shade trees grow from 
tiny saplings to stately trees in 
their yards; I have seen baby 
buggies on their porches, sup- 
planted by tricycles and later on 
bicycles. Rarely, in my neigh- 
borhood, is there a ‘for sale’ sign 
and yet the whole neighborhood 
has turned over . . . people have 
come and gone. . . and I have 
never seen them. 

I passed the pretty little house 
with the impatiens where the 
woman had died, and I said a lit- 
tle prayer for her. I tried to 
visualize what she had looked 
like, but there were no clues in 
the manicured lawn. I could only 
know she liked beauty and she 
was neat. . . oh, so neat. 

“She wore flowers between her 
toes , you know , " my kid said who 
was sitting beside me. 

“How do you know she wore 
flowers between her toes?” 

“Because when I was a little 
girl, Alice and me were riding 


our bikes past her house and 
Alice fell on the lawn and she 
came out to see if she were hurt. 
And she had on sandals, with 
flowers between her toes." 

Thirty years I have lived just 
around the block, and the woman 
lived with flowers between her 
toes, and ran out to see if a little 
child were hurt falling from a 
bike, and I had never seen her. 

But her life had touched mine, 
if only briefly, by that act of run- 
ning from the houseto the aid of a 
kid. 

I don’t know what that means, 
but it did make me start wonder- 
ing how many of the faceless peo- 
ple in the houses around me, 
have touched my life, no matter 
how quietly. 

A little while ago I was talking 
to my son on the telephone and I 
mentioned what I was thinking, 
and he laughed and said, 
“Maybe you shouldn’t know how 
many times people you have nev- 
er seen, touched your life, espe- 
cially while we were growing 
up." 

“Remember," he laughed, 
“the old man in the next block 
who caught David in the alley 
and swore that that little shrimp

Not another recall! 


At the risk of sounding like a 
broken record, I’m going to bring 
up recalls again.

A genuine touch of Madness 


MADNESS 

(Geffen) 

In the beginning. Madness was 
a bit of a novelty act. at least in 
this country They were, along 
with the Specials A . K . A . the En- 
glish Beat, and Selecter. the new 
English representatives of the 
ska revival. 

Ska is an old form of music 
very much akin to geggae. albeit 
easier for the masses to grasp 
onto 

Anyway. Madness, with their 
brush cuts, funny walk, and hila- 
rious videos seemed to quietly 
disappear from America s re- 
cord shelves, but through no 
fault of their won. The label, the 
much heralded but now defunct 
Stiff America, couldn’t even get 
the group's albums to the stores. 

So, we have no recent records 



in America to speak of, lots of 
hits in the U.K.. and that’s where 
Geffen Records came to the res- 
cue. Good for Madness, good for 
Geffen, and good for us. 

“Madness.** the album, is 
made up of cuts from the band’s 
last two or three British releases . 
though all sound totally at home 
on one LP. 12 songs, including the 
international hits “House Of 
Fun.** *Grey Day.” and Rise 
and Fall.** 

The songs incorporate all the 
fun. music-hall rhythm-oriented 
escapades that have made the 
band the success story they are. 

The current U S. hit, “Our 
House.” is climbing the charts as 
you read this, thanks in part to 
MTV, who started playing the 
song in this country. Recently, in 
England AND in Canada, “Our 
House” was voted the best pop 
rock song of the year in separate 
polls. With a little luck and air- 
play, it could go straight to the 
top here. too. 

On their debut album. Mad- 
ness claimed their territory as 
“One Step Beyond. ” On this new 
album, they sing “Madness (Is 
All In The Mind),” maybe be- 
cause that ’s where the songs stay 
after you've heard them, playing 
over and over. Cerebral pop for 
fun people. 

VIOLENT FEMMES 
(Slash/Warner Bros.) 

Unlike Madness, the Violent 
Femmes are not for everybody. 
They are, however, for me. In 
fact, this record is, in my opin- 


ion, one of the best releases of the 
year. 

Signed to Slash, the L A. punk 
bastion that is now distributed by 
Warner Bros Records, these 
three guys came from Wisconsin 
(or some equally benign state) 
playing a fierce brand of rock n 
roll reminiscent of Lou Reed’s 


Velvet Underground and also of 
Jonathan Richman’s Modern 
Lovers The Overstated meets 
the Understated and here’s the 
result. 

As was mentioned, this is not 
for everyone If you think Clap- 
ton is god or that Journey is 
heaven on earth, then the Violent 
Femmes may be your hell. Then 
again, it might be just what you 
need 

Led by Gordon Gano. who does 
all the writing as well as playing 
guitar, violin, and handling the 
lead vocals, the actual lead in- 


strument seems to be the bass of 
Brian Ritchie, who weaves in 
and out of the rhythm set down 
by drummer Victor De Lorenzo 
as fast as can be 
It’s Gano’s voice that most 
people would probably find un- 
appealing. as it’s out of the Neil 
Young/Jonathan Richman ac- 
quired taste school of singing 
Anyone lucky enough to be famil- 
iar with the now-defunct Only 
Ones will find Gano’s voice very 
similar to Peter Perret’s 
The songs are tour de forces, 
one and all. Regardless of What 


Quincy says on his TV show, all

We all remember Dick Robb

Since my last article dealt with one of the top notch 
high school coaches to ever grace our area, I feel it’s 
only fair to keep going, only this time we’re talking 
about the playground level. 

You know, the boys who went to the park everyday, 
got hollered at by their parents for missing lunch, (we 
never went home for lunch) , because that would inter- 
rupt the ball game and we would never do that. 

If we did, the rest of our team wouldn’t let us play 
the next day. That’s right. If you went home for lunch, 
you sat out the next day. 

One of the first playground supervisors in Wayne 
back in the middle 1940s was a man named Dick Robb. 
He was born and raised in Salem, Illinois and played 
football and basketball in high school. 

After graduation in 1939, he got a football scho- 
larship to Southeast Louisiana College. He played one 
year there and then in 1941 came to Dearborn to work 
for the Ford Motor Co. and played basketball for the 
company team. But it wasn’t until 1946 when he came 
to work for the Wayne Recreation Dept . as a volunteer 
playground helper that he started touching the hearts 
of the little devils who roamed the parks in those days. 
He didn’t have a easy time. 

He had to handle umpiring all the ball games while 
seeing that all equipment was checked in and out and 
also seeing that all the kids paid their — 50 cents for a 
recreation card. He had to chalk the foul lines, put in 
the bases, rake the fields (although the boys helped 
with that) and many other little things involved to 
keep 35 to 50 kids occupied on the playground at one 
time. 

Quite a little job for a “volunteer” helper I’d say. 
W'hile umpiring a ball game one day Chappie 
Reynolds (one of the better playground ballplayers 
questioned one of Robb’s calls at first base. Dick said, 
“sorry son, but I said he was out and he’s out. so play 
ball or you’ll be out. of the game that is.” Chappie 
never said a word but laughed when Dick didn't see 
him after the inning was over. 

Another time Robb was fooling around in a game 
and there was a close play at third base. Everyone 
was anxiously awaiting the decision. . . out or safe? 


Dick said it’s too close to call . . . do it over. Every- 01 
one laughed and that one was all over Wayne the next f # 
day. Dick says his happiest days were the ones he put * 
in on those playgrounds and didn’t get paid a cent but 
his influence on those kids still holds today. 

Many of them still call him on the phone for advice 
about whatever’s bothering them at the time. He al- 
ways listens carefully and analyzes and then gives his 
answer and it’s usually right on the button and solves 
the problem that up until that time was very worri-“ 
some to one of his boys. While he was working on the 
playground in those days, Dick also did the coaching — 
teaching the boys the proper methods for fielding, ; 
hitting and base-running along with sound advice on ; 
basketball and football techniques. 

With all this volunteer work, a lot of people forget • 
what a basketball player Dick was. As a member of " 
the Wayne Moose team in the Class “A” basketball ? 
league around Wayne in 1948 and 1949 their team was Z 
undefeated and barn-stormed around Michigan play- 2 
ing all the top semi-pro teams usually holding their ; 
own against the best teams in the state. 

Members of that team besides Dick were Jim West v * 
A1 Horton, Malcalm Barrett. Bob Nipp, Glen Rowe; 
and Vince Muzzarro. 

In 1976, Dick retired from his job with the City of * 
Wayne and was duly honored with a very nice retire- 
ment party. 

He now lives on his small farm in Belleville and is J 
enjoying his retirement although he says he yearns 
for those days on the playground once in awhile. 

Well I suppose you’re wondering why I’m writing • 
all this but I believe that Dick was such a tremendous ; 
influence on all the boys in those days that he deserves ■ 
to be recognized. 

In the weeks to come, I will be giving you more of - 
this for there were others; unsung heroes like Angelo • 
DeMario, Howard Glass, and many more who de- " 
serve recognition By the way Dick . thanks for getting Z 
me that job at Detroit Edison. For that I’m ever grate- 2 
ful . Take good care of yourself cause we still need you Z 
around to give us you sage advice We all love ya you ;

THE FINANCING PEOPLE FROM GENERAL MOTORS 
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Romulus horsemen 
to host Paso Finos 



By JUDY JOHNSON 

Of the 250,000 horses in the 
State of Michigan, only a mere 
110 are the beautiful South Amer- 
ican Paso Fino Horses. 

And the Romulus Horseman’s 
Association will have an oppor- 
tunity to host the first Paso Fino 
Horse exhibition held in this 
area. 

On Wednesday, June 15 at 7:30 
p.m. there will be a Paso Fino 
film presentation followed by a 
live horse demonstration at Her- 
shel Gray’s Carleton Equestrian 
Center on Newburg Road in Car- 
leton. 

In the late 1950s, the first peo- 
ple to bring Paso Finos into this 
country in substantial numbers 
were military families who had 
become attached to their horses 
while living at Ramey Air Force 
Base near Aquadilla, Puerto 
Rico. 

Although this is still a compa- 
ratively rare breed of horses 
here in the United States (only 
6100 total compared to 6000 total 
of all breeds in Wayne County 
alone), it is a very old and well 
established breed of horses in 
South America with a rather col- 
orful background. 

When Columbus prepared for 
his second voyage to America, he 
selected from the Spanish pro- 
vinces of Cordela and Andalusia 
20 stallions and 5 broodmares 
which were to make the voyage 
with him. These horses were a 
mixture of Barbs, Andalusians 
and Spanish Jennets, a now ex- 
tinct breed, noted for their com- 
fortable saddle gait and the abil- 
ity to pass this gait on to their 
offspring. 


Suffering unbelievable 
hardships during their long 
voyage, these animals reached 
the Dominican Republic and be- 
came the foundation stock of the 
remount stations for the Con- 
quistadors who. wearing heavy 
armor, traveled great distances 
over rough terrain 

The blending of these horses 
also became known as the Paso 
Fino breed, whose name is Span- 
ish for “fine step” or “delicate 
walk.” This inherited smooth 
comfortable riding gait has been 
maintained in the breed as the 
Paso developed through the 
years in Columbia and Peru 
where survival meant endur- 
ance, sure-footedness and agility 
as well as on the smaller Carib- 
bean land areas, principally 
Puerto Rico, the Dominican Re- 
public and Cuba 

The amazing endurance and 
hardiness exhibited by these 
horses is a trait which still sur- 
vives in the modern Paso of to- 
day. Further selective and care- 
ful breeding is developing a finer 
horse than its prodigious ances- 
tors — a truly American Paso 
Fino, the smoothest riding horse 
in the world. 

The sequence of the hoof move- 
ments for the Paso Fino gait is: 
right rear, right fore, left rear, 
left fore with the hind foot 
touching the ground a fraction of 
a second before the front foot. 
There must be a definite 1, 2, 3, 4 
beat with no up and down move- 
ment of the rider. The motion of 
the horse is absorbed in its back 
and loins giving the rider une- 
qualled comfort. This gait is per- 
formed at three speeds : 

The Classic Fino — the classic 


show ring gait in which the horse 
demonstrates rapid, steady 
rhythm and very slow forward 
speed. Only about ten percent of 
the breed are truly capable of 
performing this gait ; Paso Corto 
— a more relaxed form of the 
gait ideal for trail and pleasure 
riding; Paso Largo — the speed 
form of the gait. 

The Paso Fino gait is a natural 
inherited trait; therefore, no 
artificial devices such as chains, 
rattles, boots and weighted or 
special shoeing is permitted 
under the Paso Fino Owners and 
Breeder Association rules in the 
training or exhibiting of these 
horses. 

The Paso Fino is a light horse 
equally elegant and tough not re- 
quiring enormous size to make 
them useful with the most typical 
horse standing 14 to 14.2 hands 
and weighing approximately 700 
lbs. (Horses are measured at the 
withers which is the high point of 
the shoulders located between 
the neck and back and measured 
in hands equalling 4 inches to a 
hand). The natural qualities of 
this horse make the Paso Fino 
today s fastest rising star in the 
equine market. 

Members of the Great Lakes 
Paso Fino Federation wearing 
the traditional Spanish costume 


will be bringing at least one Clas- 
sic Fino Horse, several perform- 
ance show horses and several 
pleasure riding horses to the de- 
monstration. Added to this group 
will be local horse club member 
and Romulus resident Jim 
Brown and his newly acquired 
Puerto Rican Paso Fino, “Te- 
quila deVista Grande,” believed 
to be the only Paso presently re- 
siding in Wayne County. 

The Romulus Horseman’s 
Association meetings are opened 
to the public and there will be no 
admission charge for this special 
live exhibition of the beautiful 
Paso Fino Horse held at the Car- 
leton Equestrian Center.

South on Max- 
well one mile to Newburg Road, 
West on Newburg one mile to 
Center.
